Bar primaries, in which the ballots were 
counted last night, gave republican judicial 
eandidates the advantage, with fifteen suc- 
cessful, made a good showing for the inde- 
pendent ticket, which landed eleven among 
the winners and slaughtered the democratic 
ticket, which came in with but four winners. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson, 
republican candidate for chief justice of the 
Municipal court, was given the indorsement 
of the lawyers over his older opponents, 
Hiram T. Gilbert, the democratic nominee, 
and former Judge Gwynn Garnett, the inde- 
pendent candidate, both men of much wider 
acquaintance among the lawyers who did the 
voting. 

Of the candidates for this place Mr. Olson 
led easily, with 346 votes, while his two op- 
ponents broke eveh with 238 each. Mr. 
Olson's success was accounted the more com- 
plimentary because of the fact that. both his 
opponents had the advantage of longer ac- 
quaintance with the men who gave their in- 
dorsement to the republican candidate. 


- Big Vote for Hoyne. 

Of the four lonesome democrats who came 
through the primaries successfully, Maclay 
Hoyne, candidate for county judge, was a 
notable exception to the rule which snowed 
the great bunch of democrats under. 

He defeated his republican opponent, Lewis 
Rinaker, by a vote of 533 to 269. In this 
case Mr. Hoyne had the advantage of better 
acquaintance with the lawyers and his per- 
sonal popularity enabled him to pull so far 
ahead of the other democrats that none was 
within speaking distance of him at the finish 
of the count. 

The other three democratic fortunates were 
candidates for the Municipal court, one in 
each class—William H. Arthur for the six 
year term, Eugene R. Cox for the four yegr, 
and Thomas B. Lantry for the two year téTm. 

In the contest for probate judge Charles 
S. Cutting, the present judge and republican 
candidate for re#lection, was so far in ad- 
vance that it could not be called a race even 
by courtesy. His defhocratic opponent, 
Michael H. Hoey, received twenty-three 
votes, just 748 votes behind him, while the 
independent candidate, Myer S. Emrich, 
came along five votes behind the democrat. 


Independent Ticket. 

There may or may not be some special sig- 
nificance to one feature of the voting. The 
fact stands out prominently that the inde- 
pendent Municipal court ticket, which was 
framed by a committee of lawyers who now 
are spending considerable time and effort 
to dissociate themselves from the Hearst 
political organization, was received with fa- 
vor by the lawyers. The two judicial candi- 
dates who owe their nomination directly to 
th eHearst league were hardly to be found in 
the results. 

Both tickets had their beginning in the 
same movement. The Municipal court ticket, 
with the ai@ and consent of the Hearst or- 
ganization which fathered it in the first place, 
is endeavoring to get away from Hearst. 

Myer 8. Emrich, the Hearst candidate for 
probate judge, was given 18 votes. Andrew 
B. Brougham,. the Hearst candidate for 
county judge, was given 14 votes. Gwynn 
Garnett, thé independent candidate for chief 
justice of the Municipal court, was given 
288 votes. : 

If this sentiment should be anywhere near 
as strong among the body of the voters as it 
was displayed to be among the lawyers, the 
independent ticket, which has been trying to 
get away from the Hearst movement, will 
beat the judicial ticket which is closely con- 
nected with Hearst by about ten votes to one.

Pittsburg Olerk Tells How Easy 


It Was to Steal $250,000. 


BUCKET SHOPS GET IT ALL. 


‘*We Just Played at Millionaire’s Game, 
but Lost,’” Thief’s Comment. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—C. B, 
Wray and C. 8. Hixton, $60 a month clerks 
in the Union Trust company, one of Pitts- 
burg’s richest banks, ‘pleaded guilty today 
to stealing at least $250,000 from the bank 
and were sentenced to ten years in prison, but 
before sentence was passed Wray told astory 
that made the courtroom gasp. 

Hixton broke down and pleaded for mercy. 
Wray met his fate with a smile. 

“We were playing for a high game, the 
same as the millionaires,”” he said to the 
court. ‘*‘ We were never able to win as they 
do, and I suppose we wil) have to suffer the 
consequences.”’ 

Then when Judge Young told him he might 
go on if he had anything to say before sen- 
tence was passed, Wray continued: 

“ Like every one else in the financial world 
in Pittsburg, your honor, we were simply 
money mad. We handled millions every 
day; we dealt in millions ineverything. We 
were constantly talking money, and con- 
stantly hearing of opportunities whereby we, 
bank clerks, making $60 a month, might be- 
come millionaires, too. We saw many oppor- 
tunities vanish because we did not have the 
money to take advantage of them, and then 
we began to steal from the bank.”’ 


Loot Bank with Greatest Ease. 

Wray said his position in the bank, of 
which all the directors, among them H. C. 
Frick and Senator Knox, are millionaires, 
was that of teller and his salary $15 a week. 
He deciared it was the easiest thing in the 
world to steal from the bank and go on steal- 
ing without Iimit and without fear of detec- 
tion. This was the method: 

Teller Wray would make out a false de- 
posit slip in the name of a depositor, whose 
account had lapsed; or who had died, al- 
though there still remained a few cents to 
his credit. He would then pass this deposit 
slip on to Hixton, who, as an individual book- 
keeper, would enter it. Then Wray would 
draw a forged check for near the amount of 
the deposit, and take the money. Hixton, 
when the check reached him, would destroy 
it. 

Asked by Judge Young how much the two 
employés had stolen Wray replied: 

“YT can't tell you the exact amount. 
was over $250,000, however.” 


Their Books Never Examined. 

* But would not this discrepancy have been 
discovered by an examination of the counter 
book?’ asked Judge Young, turning to Treas- 
urer Gleffer, who was in court. 

“We never considered it necessary to ex- 
amine the counter book,’’ admitted Gleffer. 

Judge Young gasped, and then said: 

“ Well, I guess you will consider it neces- 
sary in future,’ and even the two prisoners 
smiled at the discomfiture of Treasurer 
Gleffer. 

“When we saw so many opportunities 
Slipping away from us,"" said Wray when he 
continued his story, “ we started to work 
our syatem, expecting that we would be able 
to put the monty back again without its being 
missed. First we took $500 and lost it. It 
was 80 easy to get the money that we con- 
tinued to play. The money was simply 
burned up. We don’t know just how much 
we took, but it was about $250,000 and prob- 
ably more. Of that sum the bucket shops got 
nine-tenths. 

Pour Plunder Into Bucket Shops. 


““We got haif an hour off every day at 
noon for our hunch, and inetead of devoting

the proprietors and gave our 6rders. It was 
like putting money im a rat hole.

we won, that was $25, and we were sure 
that the tide had turned. But then i was 
soon the same old thing agein.’’ 

“Did the owners of these bucket shops 
know you?” asked Judge Young. 

“ They knew us, knew where we were em- 
ployed, and knew that our salaries amounted 


‘to only $60 a month,” replied Wray. 


“These people should be brought into 
court,"” sald the Judge, to District Attorney 
Stewart. 

Poker Claimed Little of It. - 

Resuming his story, Wray declared that 
while he lived a high life for a time, still he 


ghad never been extravagant. He supported 


his aged mother in good style, he said, and 
she supposed that he was one of the rising 
young millionaires because he was connected 
with a bank whose directors are all million- 
aires. 

He said that in addition to the money that 
he spent with the bucket shops, a part of his 
share was lost in playing poker at the Randall 
club, a prominent political organization of the 
city, 

“It was the same thing there as {t was at 
the. bucket shops,’’ declared Wray. ‘It 
seemed I could not win anywhere.”’ 

And thus it was that the story of the loot- 
ing of the Union Trust company came out, 
despite the strenuous efforts made by the 
officers to cover it up. 

According to detectives who worked on the 
ease, the losses of the Union Trust company 
will amount to $500,000 by the peculations of 
the two employés. At no time has the com- 
pany given the exact amount. In a state- 
ment that they issued after the robbery they 
said it amounted to “ about $125,000."" On 
the witness stand this afternoon Treasurer 
Gleffer admitted that it was beyond that 
figure and detectives claimed they have proof 
that the real amount was nearer $500,000. 


Bank Told; Laughs at Idéa. 


Three months before the discovery of the 
shortage a Pittsburg detective went to offi- 
clals of the Union Trust company and in- 
formed them that Wray was leading a fast 
life, and that he was taking money from 
the bank. He was laughed at and told that 
no person could steal from that institution. 

As a result of the disclosures made in court 
this afternoon it is expected that a wholesale 
crusade will be made on the cheap bucket 
shops of the city. The Randall club has 
long been under suspicion. 


RUINS HEALTH IN MONEY RACE. 


Young Pittsburg Millionaire’s Steel 
Interests Are Sold and He Is Or- 
dered to Sanitarium. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct 19.—[Special.]—The iron 
and steel interests of J. Walter Rhoads were 
sold today, marking the collapse of another 
young millionaire under the strain of amass- 
ing more millions and keeping up with the 
social race. Rhoads, whois only 30 yearsold, 
has fully $3,000,000 in his own name and is one 
of two heirs to $10,000,000 more, but is re- 
ported to be a physical wreck. By order of 
his physicians he will retire to a sanitarium 
for at least a year. The $2,500,000 deal was 
closed this afternoon through Edwin N. 
Ohl, vice president of the Cherry Valley Iron 
company, and by it the interests of Rhoads 
‘and his brother, William Baggaley Rhoads 
were taken over by a syndicate,

The directors of the sanitarium 
placed a cottage at her dispogal while sev- 
eral nurses were assigned to care for her. 
She wae given every attention wealth could 
prociife, and a week ago it was announced 
to her friende she was on the road to re- 
covery. 


Suicide Planned for Days. 


From the few details regarding her death 
which the authorities have permitted to be 
made public, it is evident that Mrs. Cowdin 


carefully planned to kil] herself. 


Inspiring 


the confidence of her attendants by showing 
no signs of despondency she waited until 
they began to trust her out of their sight. 
The chance which she had been seeking 
came Tuesday night. While the attention 
of her nurses was diverted Mrs. Cowdin 
slipped quietly from the room in the cottage 
which she had been occupying and went-to 


the cellar. 


There she adjusted the rope 


around her neck, tied one end over a beam, 
and let herself strangle. 

Whn Mrs. Cowdin’s absence from her room 
discovered an alarm was sent to all 
employés of the sanitarium and a search was

It at first was believed she was 


somewhere on the grounds and every nook 
and corner of the place was scoured in an 


effort to find her. 


Nurses and attendants 


were sent through the various bulldings, but 
no one remembered having seen her. 


Body Found Hanging in Cellar. 
At last the nurses who had been assigned 
to duty in her cottage discovered the body in 
the cellar. Life had been extinct only a few 
minutes when the body was cut down. 
Mrs. Cowdin was Bishop Potter’s second 


daughter. 


She was 44 years old. Her hus- 


band is well known in New York social 


circles.

It is the 
expregsed hope of its agents, however, that 
the policy holder will not wait for these but 
vote the first one, which leaves him no 
choice. The second ballots are ostentatious- 
ly sent from the New York office of the 
company, while the first, containing the per- 
sonal indorsements, are postmarked at Chi- 
cago. 

One method employed by both companies 
to get votes for the present managements Is° 
the use of the office forces. Members of the 
international policy holders’ committee de- 
clare it is coercion. The agents personally 
solicit the votes of the policy holders and 
those In charge of the offices here do not 
deny it. In explanation they declare that 
in the present disrupted state of affairs It is 
impossible to write new business and this 
gives the agents something to do. In New 
York the same condition prevails and mem- 
bers of the international policy holders’ com- 
mittee there may seek legal measures to stop 
it. 


INSURANCE STORM IS GROWING. 


Trick of New York Life in Sending Out 
Marked Ballots Expected to Bring 
Criminal Prosecution. 


New York, Oct. 19.—[Speciel.]—No move 
was made today by Otto Kelsey, state su- 
perintendent of insurance, to proceed crim- 
inally against those of the New York Life 
Insurance company responsible for sending 
out policy holders’ ballots with the names of 
candidates of the international policy holdets’ 
committee erased. 

A storm of protests which this trick to fool 
policy holders into voting for the admin-» 
istration ticket roused on Thursday, redou- 
bled today and demands were made upon the 
international committee that it proceed in 
the criminal courts itself against New York 
Life men. Several lawyers, who are policy 
holders, declared the simplest method was to 
swear out warrants for the arrests o: officers 
of the company. The offense is punishable 
by a year’s imprisonment or a fine of $500 or 
both,

Records Show That H. W. De Forest 
‘Was Transferred Shares on Eve of 
Date for Election, Holdings Coming 

‘from Kuhn, Loeb & Co.—Agreement 
with President Fish Cited by Oppe- 
nent, Who Asserts That Repudia-~ 
tion Was Not to Be Expected. 


New York, Oct, 10.—[Special.}]—It was 
learned today that H. W. De Forest, who was 
selected by E. H. Harriman to succeed ihe 
late W. M. Grinnell as director of the 1111n018 
Central, but who was defeated by President 
Fish, only became a stockholder of the Ill- 
nofs Central fifteen minutes before the books 
closed on Sept. 24, and that 1,100 shares were 
transferred to him by Kuhn, Leeb & Co.; 
also that certificates in his name were re- 
ceipted for by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 


Original Agreement Cited. 

This information is considered of interest 
first because it was agreed by Stuyvesant 
Fish, EB. H. Harriman, and C. A. Peabody 
on July 27 that the successor of W. M. Grin- 
nell should be nonpartisan (H. W..DeForest 
is a director in the Southern Pacific, as well 
as personal counsel for E. H. Harriman), 
and next because the document. read by 
William Nelson Cromwell at the annual 
meeting, acting as counsel for E. H. Harri- 
man, dated Oct. 17, which stated, among 
other things: 

“Cornelius Vanderbilt, Edward H. Harri- 
man, Charles A. Peabody, Wakher Luttgen, 
Robert Walton Goelet, J. T. Harahan, and 
John W. Auchincloss, being a majority of 
the several directors acting, united in the 
selection of Henry W. DeForest, long a stock- 
holder in the company to a substantial 
amount, and their written declarations of 
such selection have been delivered to you.” 


Harriman States Attitude, 

In answer to inquiries concerning the Illi- 
nois Central election Mr. Harriman today 
stated: 

‘There was no agreement or understand- 
ing concerning the Illinois Central election 
between Messrs. Fish, Peabody, and myself 
other than that embodied in our signed 
agreement. It was just because Mr. Fish 
and ourselves could not agree upon the suc- 
cessor to Mr. Grinnell that we mutually 
and squarely agreed to leave the selection 
of that successor to a majority of the direc- 
tors.

Railroad and General Trafic Man-

Striking. Ever Delivered. 


New York,. Oct. 19.--[Special.}—Judge Holt, 
in the United States Circuit court, criminal 
branch, today fined the New York Central 
railroad company and its general traffic man- 
ager, Frederick L. Pomeroy, $114,000 for giv- 
ing $10,000 in rebates on west bound sugar to 
the American Sugar Refining company in 
1904. The raliroad itself was fined $108,000 
and Pomeroy, indicted jointly with it, $6,000. 

Judge Holt in imposing the fines delivered 
an oral opinion which is considered by Unit 
States District Attorney Henry L. Stim 
and lawers in general to be the most striking 
expression. of the attitude of the federal 
bench toward infraction, of the federal law 
regarding corporations that has ever been 
delivered. 


Heinous Crime, Judge Says. 

He said in part: 

“The case is a flagrant one. It is not too 
much to say in my opinion that if this bued- 
ness was carried on for a considerable time 
on that basis the result not improbably 
would be that their competitors would be 
Griven out .of business. This crime is one 
which in its nature was deliberate and pre- 
meditated. 

“ Such violation of law, in its essential na- 
ture. is much more heinous than ordinary, 
common, vuigar crimes which come before 
the criminal court# constantly for punish- 
ment and which arise from sudden passion 
or temptation. The crime In this case was 
committed by men of education and large 
businese experience whose standing in the 
community is stich they might heve been 
expected to set an example of obedience 
to the law, upon the-maintenance of which 
alone in this country the security of their 
property depends. 


Deals Railroad Hard Blow. 

“It was committed in behalf of a great 
railroad corporation, which, like other rail- 
road corporations, has received gratuftously 
from the state large and valuable privileges 
for the public’s convenience and its own. 
which performs quasi-public functions, which 
is charged with the highest obligation in the 
transaction of its business to treat all citi- 
zens in this country alike, and not carry on 
its business with unjust discriminations be- 
tween different citizens or different classes 
of citizens. 

Attorney Fox immediately gave notice he 
would appeal, and Judge Holt granted him 
the usual stay of sixty days in the execu- 
tion of judgment.

GLICKMAN SEEN AGAIN AS ACTOR- 
IMPRESARIO. 


Plays Villain’s Role in “Gabriel,” 
Telling Story of His Misfortunes to 
Interviewer Between Acts—Untu- 
tored Ears Unable to Follow Lines— 
Red Makeup Like Mephistopheles 
Wronged Husband at Last Gets Re- 
venge When Grand Duke Is Slain. 


After having been out of business more tnan 
two years, the Yiddish theater reopened last 
night, with Ellis Glickman in his old réle of 
star, impresario, play wright, and manager. 

It has been shifted over from. Desplaines 
street to the late International, for some time 
W.. 8. Cleveland's theater, at Hubbard court 
and Wabash avenue—a larger playhouse’ fn 
a better lecation—and Mr, Glickman hopes in 
the interest of art and business that it will go 


better. . : 

There wae the same kind of an audience 
and the same kind of players and an old fa- 
vorite play for the opening. The production 
was “Gabriel” and it is founded on the 
triumph ofthe virtue ofa Jewish woman. To 
any one who doesn’t understand Yiddish flu- 
ently the play appears to be a combination of 
“ Paust,’’ “ La Tosca,’’ and perhaps a piece 
or two of “ Richard III.”’ 


Grand Duke Glickman’s Part.

The foregoing represents only tn a mild de- 
gree the predicament the entire Englewood 
police force finds itself in, for Englewood has 
a haunted house, There have been police in- 
vestigations with the flourishing and shooting 
of firearms and an abundance of thrills and 
chilis, and the virtte of iNumination to drive 
away evil apirits has been tried, but. the 
troublesome spooks that for the last two 
weeks have been making almost nightly 
visits to the residence of Dr. Lourine L. Hall, 
6546 Marshfield avenue, have become more 
bold and reckless through all this. 

Under the noses of four detectives, Lieut. 
Crane, a reporter, and Dr. H&ll’s family last 
night the spooks kept up’ their mysterious 
rappings. For three nights the watchfuiness 
of police and citizens has failed to daunt the 
spooks. The whole west side of Englewood 
is on the verge of an epidemic of shudders. 


Beginning of the Rapping. 

The facts are these. Two weeks ago the 
family of Dr. Hall, during his absence, was 
frightened by loud and repeated knocking, 
first at the front door, then at the side vpn 
dow, and so on around the house. At least 
ten times the rapping was repeated. After 
Dr. Hall reached home about 10 o'clock it 
ceased. 

‘*Doctor scoffed at our stories of the 
knockings,”” said Mrs. Hall last evening in 
narrating the story. ‘‘ Next night he was 
home, and the rappings continued. We tried 
every means possible to find the cause and 
failed. Somie nights the knocking was 
omitted; then again it would return. I-am 
no believer in ghosts and would care noth- 
ing about the matter, but it has worked on 
the children’s. nerves until I am anxious 
for their sake. I can’t get them to go to 
bed for fright. I think. it is some one that 
wants +o be bothersome, but can't under- 
stand how they do it. I don’t know—there, 
hear that noise!’’ 

And one couldn’t help hear it. It was the 
same old knocking, three times, firmly on 
the front door. Upon opening the door four 
detectives gathered from all corners of the 
yard. They, too, had heard the sound, but 
declared that no one had approached or left 
the house. Searchlights proved that there 
were no secret devices by which the noises 
could be made. The house, which is nearly 
new, is surrounded by a high fence and much 
shrubbery in a small yard, and is in the 
direct rays of a street arc Nght. 


Lieut. Crane “Stumped.” 

“Tt's the plainest case of spooks I ever 
had anything to do with, and I can offer no 
explanation,’’ said Lieut. Crane, ‘‘ At first 
we had a great laugh over Policeman Doh- 
ney’s story. He was called Tuesday night 
and, upon hearing the knocking, made a 
magnificent search. Now it is a good puz- 
zle.*’ 

Dohney arrived at the house shortly after 
Mrs. Hall had fired two revolver shots at 
what she declared was a phantom or a man. 
Thursday night Poliéemen Charles H. Gar- 
rity and Daniel M. Murray stayed at the 
house and chased spooks. Their failure to 
obtain results was greeted with a hearty 
laugh at the station. Because Policemen 
Rooney and Barber laughed loudest they 
were detailed last night to assist Garrity and 
Murray, but, although there were four series 
of knockings, no spooks were apprehended. 
The knockings at times were loud enough 
to shake the whole house. 

A multitude of theories is advanced by the 
police. One is that some boy friend of Miss 
Hazel Hall is trying to play tricks, but if so 
he is doing a remarkably good job of it. 
Mrs. Hall said that one might before the 
knockings began a man was seen to escape 
from the roof of the front porch.

“These overhead wires will make this 
city look like a country town,” said Mr. 
Bausher with some heat. “ If such slipshod 
work goes up, it will be allowed to stay 
there. Let these lights go to some part 
of the ward where the property owners 
are willing to take overhead wires. Or we 
will pay for conduits by special assess- 
ment.”’ 

“ Holdups are most frequent in the south 
end of the ward near the river, although I 
was held up within two blocks of the Men- 
tone hotel last winter,”” sai@ Ald Foell. 
“The lights would not be amiss in La Salle 
avenue, near the tunnel. Absence of light 
there is a positive invitation to crime.” 

* Police records will show that holdups 
are most frequent in the north end of the 
ward near the elevated stations,”’ said Ald. 
Reese, who favored putting the lights west 
of La Salle avenue if overhead wires ere to 
be used and the residents there are willing. 

The committee was agreed that robberies 
are too frequent in all sections of the ward. 

City Blectrician Carroll was called into 
the conference. He, too, pleaded expense. 
Then the committee asked that a petition 
be prepared and laid the matter over until 
next Friday. 

When the delegation collared Mr. Carroll 
outside and asked him about the feasibility 
of putting in conduits if the property owners 
would agree to bear the expense themselves, 
he brightened perceptibly. Henry H. Walker 
said he would. pay if others would, and 
his statement was generally seconded. On 
the whole, however, it was considered by 
the property owners that it is “up to”’ the 
administration to put in conduits.

Chief Engineer B. C. Carter of the railroad 
company explained that as far as the low- 
ering of Randolph street a foot was con- 
cerned it would merely make the grade the 
same as it now is on the east side of the river. 


Property to Be. Purchased. 

“ How about property which will be in- 
jured?” Ald. Brennan asked General Coun- 
sel L. W. Bowers of the Northwestern. Mr. 
Bowers explained the intention is to pur- 
chase all between Canal and Clinton streets.

“I don’t belleve the big men have dis- 
tributed stocks, but I do believe they will 
attempt such distribution between now and 
the first of next February. 

‘“‘T am a bull on Steel common and Union 
Pacific and believe if there is no political 
disaster these stocks will sell much higher. 
At the moment, however, the average trader 
can well afford to wait and be a spectator 


only.”
